OM, having heretofore 
rais'd it {elf to that Great- 
neſs as to become the Sear 
of the Worlu's Empire, 

| = continu'd its poſſeſſion 

thereof for many afrer-Ages. During 
that vaſt nterval of time its Coun- 
cils had-an Tafluence over the Afﬀeairs 

- and Concerns of moſt - Nations: the 

' . Changes and Revolutions of States 

were regulated by its Policies; . and 
its Judgments were Legiſlative to all 4 
laces over which the Roman-Eagles 
| had ſpread their victorious wings: in 
a word, the general Emergencies of 
the Univerſe are the ordinary diſcourſe 
of the Inhabitants of this grear City : » 
and on' the contrary, what is done in

And the City of Rome 
ſeems from that time to have attain'd 
4 ' better conſtitution, ſo as not to be 
ſubje& to any diſturbance during that 
Tnterregnum ;, of which it is the deſign 
of this Diſcourſe to give a particular 
Account, by diſcovering what is done, 
not only within the walls of Rome, bur 
alſo thoſe of the Conclave it ſelf, upon 
the occaſion of a Vacancy in the See 
Apoftolick, and repreſenting the Cere- 


* monies obſerved art the Exaltation of 


a Perſon to a ſpiritual Jurisdi&tion 

and Supremacy. 
| As ſoon as the Pope hath ſubmitted 
to the Laws of Mortality by reſigning 
up his laſt breath, or ſeems paſt all 
hopes of recovery, the Cardinal Pa- 
. trone,

frone, Who is ordinarily the Nephew, 
and entruſted with the management of 
State-affairs, ſends an account of his 
condition to the ſeveral Cardinals and 
| Embaſſadors : by the Prelates he diſ- 
patches to them, and orders all the con- 
ſiderable priſoners to be remov'd out of 
the ordinary Priions to the Caltle St. 
Angelo, in regard that immediately up- 
on, the Pope's death the Senate and 
People of Rome ſer open the prilon- 
doors, and. give liberty . to all thoſe 
whom they there find in reſtraint. 
Soon after the Cardinals and ,Em- 
baſſadors make their Viſits to the Car- 
dinal Patrone,” condoling the loſs he 
hath received by. tae Pope's death; and 
if ic happen that any of them be in the 
Pope's Antichamber, when he is rea- 
dy to expire, they are admitted into his 
chamber to ſee his departure, and to 
addreſs their prayers to God for 
him. | 
Aſſoon as he is given.over for dead 
the Cardinal's, © and all the Officers, 
who had lodgings affignd them in the 
Palace, diſlodge themlelves and go to 
B 3 their

their houſes in the Ciry, ſave only the 
Cardinal, who has the title of Chan 
berlain, whole priviiedge it is to con- 
ctinue ſtil in the Pope's apparem -nt. 
There are in the Sacred Colledge of 
Cardinals, (whoſe number is by the 
Conſtitution of S:xtvs Luintus limited 
to ſeventy) three principal Charges, 
which aimit not cf any vacancy upon 
the Pope's deat'1, bur only upon theirs 
who were poſleſt thereof, Thoſe are 
that. of Chancelloay, (who yet aſſumes 
only-che title and quality of Yice-Chan- 
telour, though there be not any other 
Perſon above him) that of the Grand 
Penitentiary, and that of Chamber- 
lain. 

The Fun&tions of the two former 
Charges are ſufficiently known' by 
their Nam 5; but the third is int irs 
greateſt luſtre during the vacaricy of 
the See, though the perſon Who.is poſ(- 
ſcſt of it be atall other times chief 
of the Chamber of Accompts and the 
Financ2s of the Holy See. But when,

all parts of it, roſee if there be arly there 
who ought -not to be, and whether the 
{hutting up of the Conclave be per- 
formed accesding to the Conſticutions; 
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And the next day, imm<diately after 
dinner, there i3a revi:w taken of all 
the Conclaviſls and Servants in the 
Chapel, out of which they are order- 
ed to go one after another,' to be exa- 
min'd, whether they have the quali- 
fications requilite for their admiſſion, 
as alſo whether they exceed not the 
numb.r appointe4 by the fail Conſti- 
Lutions. 

But, b<fore we com? to a particular 
Account of .what paſſes among the 
Cardinals in tie Conclave, it will not 
be amiſs to ſay ſomewhat of what is 
done in the mcan time, in reference 
tothe Government of the City. 


Upon the News ſpread abroad of 


' the Pope's death, the Senate and People 
of Rome, (that is to ſay, the Conluls of 
the City) being aſſzmbled in the Capi- 


tal, cauſe it to be publiſh'd through all | 


the ſtreets by beat of drum, order the 
riſon-doors to be open'd, and fer at 
liben all they find in reſtraint,thereby 
ſignifying that the Jurisdiction of 
Rome during the Vacancy of the Holy 
, See, isdevoted to them, They order 


ail

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all the Inhabircants co keep a candle 
lighted at their Window during: all 
thar night, and enjoya the Captains of 
the ſeveral Wards or Quarters, (whoſe 
Companies conliſt of men , whom the 
Tahabitants of all Ranks and Orders, 
(excepting only both the Roman and 
Foreign Nobility) are oblig'd to fur- 
niſh them withal, ro the number of one 
for every Houſe with their Armes) to 
keep ſtrict Guards day and night, eve-. 
ry one in their Lodgings, and to. take 
their ſeveral rounds and patronilles, to 
prevent the diſorders which are many 
times very great, procceding hence, 
chat ſuch as have been hawily or inju- 
riouſly dealt with, .during the prece- 
dent Papacie3, do for the moſt part de- 
fer their reſentments thereof to the 
next vacant See ; fo that it happens 
many. Murthers and- Aſlaſſinations 
may be committed. Not bÞut_ that 
Juſtice is very ſeverely adminiſtred at 
that time, and with greater expediti- 
on, then at any other , bur if the Mur- 
therers and other milchieyous. perſons 
be not ſurpriz'd in the very Facts, and 
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gan make a ſhifc to abſcond themſelves | 
and keep out of the way till the Cre- ' 
ation of a new Pope, they return to 
their habitarions' as if ghey had com- 

-Mitted thoſe crimes” in ſome other - 
Countrey, | 

All +64 Cardinals, Embaſſadors, 
Princes and Lords about Rome raile 
 Soultdiers for the guarding of their Pa- 
laces and their Houſes, and they among ' 
the Cardinals who have any pretenſ1- | 
ons to the Papacy are more carcful in 
this particular then the others, by rea- ' 
ſon of the priviledge the people aſſume 
co themſelves of pillaging th:m aſſoon 
as they are choſen, | 

There paſſes not a day without ſome 
Proceſſions, which from all Churches 
and Monaſteries take their way to St, 
Peter's, and about the Conclave, linging . 
as they gothe Hymn Yeni Creator, t5 
implore the aſliſtance of the Holy 
Ghoſt and its Inſpirations upon the 
Cardinals. -: 

The Conclave confiſts ordinarily of 
three Galleries, aud twenty five or | 
thirty withdrawing-rooms or Cham- 

| | Wn: , * "bers, 
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bers, all of a floor, from the Yatican- 
Palace of equal height with the Gal- 
lerie which is over the Portal of St. 
Peter's, which is the ordinary place of 
the Benediction given by the Pope ta 
the people after his Coronation, and 
upon the great Feſtivals of the year : 
Which Gallery makes alſo part of the- 
Conclave, In all which Galleries, 
rooms and chambers,they make parti» 
tions of. boards for ſo many Cells as 
there are Cardinals. Every Cardinal 
hath a Cell aſſign'd him about five P - 
ces in length, and about four in bredth, 
with a little wardrobe proportionable 
thereto. The Cells are takenby lor, 
and every. Cardinal is to take that the 
number whereof he finds in his lot : and - 
whereas it happens that the Cardinals 
are not all of them, during the whole - 
time, confin'd within the Conclave, ej- 
ther upon the account of ſickne(s or ab- 


| ſence, the Cells which are not taken up 


are divided among the next neighbors, 
who make this advantage only of the 
abſence or indiſpoſition of others, thar 
their rooms are ſomwhatenlarg'dtherby; 
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(24) | 
but the abſent or ſick Carainals, re- | 
rurning into the Conclave, reaſſume ' 
their Cells, and fo oblize thoſe who | 
had made uſe of them to content : 
them(elves with their own divifi- : 
ONS, 

They among the Cardinals, who 
were Creatures of the deceas'd Pope, ' 
hang their Cells within and without | 
with Cloth or Serge of a violet cy- 
loux, and the others with green Serge, / 
all ſetting up their Armes- over their |. 
doors, which they make faſt only with 
two ſtaves croſſing one the other after 
the form of a St. Andrews Croſs. The 
Officers and Servants of -the Conclave + 
have their quarters aſhign'd them in 
ſome remote part. | 
-. Ar three or four avenues of the ſaid | 
Conclave, there are. Turning-Boxes, ' 
like thoſe in the Monaſteries of Nuns, 
chrough which the meat ſent in to the 
Cardinals and their Conclaviffs is re- 
ceived, Their Partizans and Servants at- 
end th-ir meat as they were wont to 
do their perſons when they were art li- 


berry, 
Before 
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Beforz the entrance of the . Cardi- 
nals into the Conclave, there is a Lift 
taken of all the Prelates then abour 
the Court of Rome, and the Governour 
of it appoints every day, two inthe 
morning,and as many in the aſternoon, 
every one in his rank, to be preſent at 
the ſaid Turning-Boxes, to. viſit and 
obſerve whatever is ſent in to the Car- 
dinals, to prevent the ſending in of 
Letters or Notes with the meat. They 
are alſo+ to hinder ' all perſons from 
ſpeaking to them or their Conclavifts 
at the (aid Boxes, unleſs they ſpeak a- 
loud, and in the 1talian or Latin + 
Tongue, that. every one may under- 
ſtand what is ſaid ; inaſmuch as by 
the Conſtitutions, it is matter of Ex- 
communication to talk of, or to en- 
quire what is done within the Con- 
clave. © 

But notwithſtanding all the caution 
and vigilance us'd as to this particular, 
yet cannot ſome abuſes be prevented ; 
and people come ro know what paſles 
there» This happens ſometimes by 
the way of Notes or Advertiſements in

writing, whichthey find means to get | 
in, either by the connivance of ſome | 
Prelates, who are unwilling to diſob- 
lige the Crowns and Princes, whoſe | 
Partizans they are, as they think they 
ſhould do, by obſtructing their having | 
intelligence of what paſles. 'Some- 
times- alſo this is attributed to the 
Cardinals themſelves , who do it to' 
promote their different engagements | 
and affeftions, or to prevent prejudi- | 
cing their hopes, or that their precau- 
tions are really eluded. Anozher way 
yet, where ow may be a diſcovery 
made of proceedings in the Conclave, 
is, a ſecret kind of language before- 
hand, ſtudied and agreed npon be- 
eween the Conclaviſts, and their Cor- 
reſpondents, whereof they make their 
advantages when occaſion ſerves, 
comprehending under the ſuppoſititi- 
ous termes of houſhold-ſtuffe, Relati- 
ous, or domeſtick Afﬀairs, concerning 
which they enquire News, the Names 
of ſuch Cardinals as are propos'd, or 
excluded, or that ſtand fair for the 
Papal dignity; and ſo by diſguiz'd | 
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diſcourſes, and an affected Jargon appli- 
cable ro divers ſenſes, diſcloſing what is 
molt ſecretly carried on in theConcleve. 

Yet is there not any thing to be ob- 
jected againſt the ſhutting up of the 
Conclave, ſince it is done with all the 
exactneſs imaginable, For the Chim - 
neys are cloſedone up at the tops, and 
the windows of all the rooms and Gal- 
leries are in like manner ſtop'd to with- 
in a foot of the upper part, which ſmall 
diſtance is closd with -courſe linen 
cloth, whereby a little light comes in ; 
bar ſo thar if the Cardinals have any 
occaſion to write or read, they-muſt al- 
ways have a wax-candle ftanding by 
them. And thence it proceeds, that nor 
receiving any ſupplies of freſh air from 
without, and that within being many 
times infected and —_— they are 
apt to fall ſick, eſpecially when - the 


 Conclaves are of my continuance. 


Thertwelfth day after thePope's death 
(the firſt,as hath bin already obſerv'dbe- 
ing ſpent in conveying theBody into one

Which if they - 
find} accordingly, afrer they have 
mae their report thereof to the Com- 
pany, -it is form d into an Authentick 
Ac, the ſubſtance whereof amounts * 
t this, That. the Conclave is cloſe 
and ſhut up, as ir is requir'd it ſhould 
be by the Conſtitutions, . and account- 
ed aud rcputzd ſuch ty the Sacred Col- 
ledge of Cardinals, And 'this Cere- 
mony. is (o cſlential, and of fo abſo- 
lute neceflity, that there would be a 
nullity in the Election, which ſhould 
be male without this precedent: Act, 
And. as long. as there is no Declaratjon 
contrary t» that of the ſhutting up of 
the Conclave, that is, till ſuch time as 
it ſhall have. been declared by the Suf-

There is alſo a furrher examination 
made, before they fall upon any thing 
touching the Election, whether among 
the Cardinals there be any one thar 
hath not receiv'd the order of Deacon, 
to the end he might not be admitted to 

ve his voice, inaſmuch as he is ex- 
cluded by the Conſtitution of Pixs IV; 
nnleſs he had obtain'd permiſſion (in 
writing from the deceas'd Pope-t9--do 
it, .

There is a great ſecrecy to be ob- 
ſerv'd in the Scrutiny and Acceſs, and 


the manner of proceeding therein may 


be reduc'd to .three principal aCtions. 
The firſt js the previous or Fore-Scru- 
tixy ; the ſecond, that of Scrutiny and 
Acceſs , and the third , that of the 
Poſt-Scrutiny, or what follows the 
Scrutiny and Acceſs alloon as they are 


'compleated. 


The particular explication of theſe 
three different actions will give us a 
fuller comprehenſion - of this way of 
Scrutiny and Acceſs, and give us to 
underſtand what it is, by diftinguiſh- 
ing them as they are found explicated 
in the Romany Ceremonial. 

The Fore-Scrutiny, may be diſtin- 
guiſh'd into five principal 'Acts: the 
preparation of the Bullets for -the 


D 4 Sern- 
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Scrutiny and Acceſs, the taking out 
by lots, the names of the Scyutators and 
Deputies, who are to collect rhe Suf- 
'frages of ſuch as are indiſpos'd , that of 
writing them in the Billets of Acceſs, 
that of folding them, and that of ſea/- 
ing them. | 

The Maſters of the Ceremonies are 
the perſons who take care for the pre- 
paration of the Zillets , which they 
Cauſe to be printed according to the 
forme hereafter ſet down, as well for 
the Scrutiny as Acceſs. They put them 
into two Baſias upan a Table before 
the Altar ; thoſe of the Scyntiny by 
themſelves in one of the Baſins, and 
thoſe of the Acceſs in the otherzin num- 
ber ſo many as there are Cardinals. 

The Figure of the F;/ler of the $cxu- 
ziny is ſuch, that the length exceeds the 
bredth. It is about a hands bredth in 
length,and about half as broad. The our- 
ſide of the Billet eomprehends three 
things; in the upper part of it are writ- 
ten thele words, Fgs Cardinalis,with as 
much diſtance between the one and the 
ether, as may be requilite for the ſer- 

ting 
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ting down of the Cardinal's name who 
ives his voice, and a lictle lower there 
are two little Circles denoting the pla- 
ces where the Seal is to beſet. 

In the midſt of the B:/let are imprint-

The form and figure of the Billers

Ss they are put into the purſe 
they are counted all one after another, 
in the preſence of the Cardinals, and 
then after they have bzen well ſhaken 
. together, the laſt of the Deacon-Car- 
dinals draws three out of the purſe, 
and they -whoſe names are found . in 
them are choſen for Scrutators, accord- 
ing to the order wherein they are 
drawn out of the purſe. Then they 
draw out three others for the 1»fir- 
& Wmaries 
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maries or Deputies, Who are tO go to 
ſuch as are fick. And that done, the 
little Bullers are return'd into the purſe, 
Twice a day, that is, in the morning 
and afternoon before the Scrntiny,there 
is an Election -made of the ſaid Offi- 
cers. Bur if it happen that they draw 
the names cf anyof the Cardinals that 
are ſick, or cannot by reaſon of ſome 
ether impediment acquit themſelves of 
the function of the. ſajd charges of 
Scyntators and Infirmaries, there are 0- 
thers drawn in their ſtead. 


The third Ad of the Fore-Scyu- 
tiny conſiſts in ſetting down what is 
tro bewrittcn in the Bz/l/ets, and in the 
filling of them by the Cardinals with 
their own names, and the name of 
the Carcinal to whom they give 
their Suffrages, and their Signets, 
To do this, every Cardinal, accord- 
ing to his rank, - beginning with 
the Dean or moſt ancient, goes 
and takes out of the Baſin where- 
in the Pillets of the Scrutiny are 
ſtanging upon the Altar one Billet, 
and 
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and thereupon retiring into one of the 
two or three little Desks orSeatrs prepa- 
red for that purpoſe,and furniſhed with 
Pen and Ink in the middeſt of ir, or to 
ſome other part of the Chapel, - ſo ex- 
pos'd to the ſight of all, that they may 
eaſily ſee him writing, but not diſcern. 
what is written ;, ang taking his ſear | 

repar'd alſo near the Desk,he fills up 
his Biller thus ,, in the upper part he 
writes between theſe words | Ego 
8 Cardinals] his own name ; | 
| in the midſt of it he inſ{:rts the name of | 
him ro whom he gives his voice, with | 
ſome Uiff:rence and diſguiſe of chara- | | 
&er as much as he can,according to the | 
Bull of Gregory XV. that it may not be 
known by the writing: and in the lower 
part of the Billet is written ſome cer- 
eain number in figures, accoraing to his | 
own phanfie, with ſome ſentence out of | 
p che holy Scripture,or ſomewhat of that | 

| nature. The figure of a Biller filld up

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The Figure of the Out-fide of the Billet 


7 of the Scrutiny. 
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The folding of the Zillets is the 
fourth Act of the Fore-Scyntiny : It is 
no hard matter to comprehend how it 
is done, By the fold which is made 
of the Bill.t, in the upper part of ir, 
the corners whereof are to be turn'd 
down upon the marks of the Seal, the 
name of the Cardinal Elector is co- 
verd. In like manner, by the folding 
which is made of the lower part of the 
Billet, the corn-rs wher-of are alſo to 
be laid over the marks of the Seal, the 
Signes are likewiſe coverd. Afﬀrer 
mazſerwo folcings, they fold it ſo often 
as is requiſite t5reduce it 6 the bredth 
of an Inch or thereab outs. 

There r-mains yer tie laſt A of 
the Fore-Scyiutiny, which conliſts in 
ſealing the Billets, the form whereof 
is as cafily conceivable, as that of the 
precedent folding, Every Cardinal 
before his entrance into th: Conclave, 
muſt have furnithe himſelf with a 
Seal, unknown to the otters, purpoſely 
grav*d- for this * occaſion, containing 
ſome fancy or character, or ſimple-fi- 
oure, the impreſſion whereo7 may be 


eaſily 
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eaſily perceiv'd. With this Seal 
the Cardinal makes an Impreſſion 
on the back of the Billet, ar the 
places deſignd by the little Circles, 
cn which the Maſters of the Cere- 
monies, before the putting of the 3l- 
[ets into the Baſins, had claqr little bits 
of red wax. 


Theſe things thus perform'd, the 
Cardina!s procecd to the ſecond princt- 
pal Action calied the Scratizy, which 
the Ceremonial hath diſtinguiſh'd in» 
to eight particular As, Theſe are, 
te carryive of the Zillets to the 
 Aitar; The taking of the Oath , 
The putting of the.

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The carrying of the Billets ro the 
Altar, the taking of the Oath, and the 
putting of the Billets into the Chalice, 


are three ads, (o conſequent one to 


che other, that it is no hard matter ro 
make a joynt imagination of them. And 
to that en, prc{uppoſing that every 
Cardinal hath at theDesk(as aforeſaid) 
fill'd up the Zillet of the Scrutiny with 
his own name , the name of him, to 
whom he gives his voice, and-the or- 
dinary ſign:s, that he hath folded ir, 
and feal'd it, according to the prece- 
dent explication, he takes the ſaid Bil- 
jet with the two fore-fingers of the. 
right hand, he carries ir openly up ro 
the Altar, where the Scrutators are 
ſtanding at the Desk, which had been 
there prepard for them , and being 
come thither, -he falls down on his 
knees, and makes a ſhort prayer ; af-"_ 
ter which, riſing up, with a loud and 
intelligible voice, he takes the Oath 
according to the farme, wherein it is 
cranſcrib'd in a Table upon the Altar, 
in theſe termes, Teftor Chriſtum Domi- 
num, qui me judicaturus eff, me eligere, 
quem, 
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_o-_ ſecundum Deum, judico thgi de- 

ere, et quod-idem in Acceſſu preſtabo. 
That is to ſay, 2. Atteſt Feſus Chriſt my 
Lord, who is to be my Fudge, that I chuſe 
him, whom according to God's Will I 
think fitteſt to be cheſts s and that I will 
do the like in the Acceſs. Having thus 
taken the Oath, he Jays his Billet up- 
on the Cover of the Chalice, and with 
the Cover he puts it into theChalice,and 
thereupon making an obeiſance ro the 
Altar, he retires to his place. 

This Ceremony is obferv'd by all the 

Cardinals, who are able to come up to 
- the Altar. For if it happen, that any 
one of the Cardinals then preſent in the 
Chapel is not able, by reaſon of in- 
firmity, to come up to the Altar, the 
J»nior of the Scrutators takes the Ba- 
{in, wherein the B:/lets of the Scrutin 
are, and carries it to him,out of whic 
the indiſpos'd Cardinal having taken a 
Biller, he ſecretly fills it up, at his own 
Desk, folds it, and ſeals itzas is before- 
mentioned z and after he hath: taken

This Box is 
publickly cp:ned by the Scrutators, 
before the delivery of it to the I»firma- 
ries, to the end that every one of the 
Cardinals may ſze it_is empty, ai] 
that don? they lock it' up with the 
Key, which they lay upon the Altar,

| . The indifpos'd Cardinals having 
tak<n their Z/[ers out of the Baſin, ſe-

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cretly fill them up, fold them, and ſeal

If the Cardinal's ſickneſs be ſuch 
2s that he is not able to write, he 
makes choice of ſuch perſon as he 
thinks fit co fill up his Bill-t, Buc 
the ſaid perſon ſo appointed co fill it 
up, is oblig'd ro make Oath . be- 
fore the Infirmary-Cardinals, that he 
will not reveal the ſecret then entruſted 
to him : An4 this he is bound to do, nor 
only upon the Obligation of the ſaid 
Oath, but al'o up>n pain of incur- 
ring excommunication 7zpſo fatto. 

The Suffrages of the ' indiſpos'd 
Cardinals being thus colle&2d by the 
Infirmaries, they return to the Chapel, 
deliver the Box to the Scrutators, wha 
opening it, take out the Bz{lets, which 
after they have been riumbred, they 
lay, one after another upon the Cover 
of the Chalices, and with the Co- 
ver convey them into the Chalice,

The Acceſs therefore, which is the 
firſt Ac or Circumſtance of the Poſt- 
Scrutiny, immediately follows the de- 
poſition or laying aſide of the Zillers of 
the Scratiny in ſome part of the Altar 
or elſewhere, when the Election is not 
compleated by the Scrstiny ; otherwiſ® 
if the Pope were once choſen, there

the Aﬀairs of theChurch,which might-

Moreover, as to the perſons whoſe 
pretenſtons are conſiderable to thePon- 
tificalChair, there is a conſideration had

ed by ſome, that the chiefeſt perſons a-

It is by ſome inſiſted on further, 
that, to be a ſubject fit for this eleva- 
tion, he have not many Relations and 
Friends, that he may make the greater 
communications of his Grandeur, and 
chat his benefits being not wholly ex- 
hauſted upon his own Relations, he 
may. exercife greater liberalities to- 
wards many others. 

There are yer ſome among the Ro- 
mans guilty of a ſuperſtition, which 
argues them not fully clear'd from the | 
Augural: humour of their Anceſtors, | 
Theſe diſcover ſuch an exceſs of weak- 
neſs, as, by a kind of Onomancy, to 
ſearch out of the names of the Car- 
dinals 


dinals ſome conjectures of their /ele- 
vation; and this out of a perſuaſion, 
that a ſubje&t, who ſhall not have in 
the name of his houſe the letter #, 


\ when the deceasd. Pope had not the 


faid Letter in the name of his Houſe, 
will hardly be choſen Pope ; and on 


» the other fide, thar if the ſaid deceasd 
Pope. had the ſaid letter in the aame of 


his Houſe, . the Cardinal who fthall in 
like manner have it in his, can hardly 
be advanc'd to the Papacy ; by reaſon 
of an alternate ſucceſſion of the names 
of Families, having, and not having 
the (aid letter R. which hath been ob- 
ſerv'd to have happen'd without inter- 
ruption during about fourteen Exal- 
tations to the Papal Chair. 

There are yet others ſo weak, as not 
to content themſelves with this kind of 
ſuperſtition,” but they muſt go and 
pick matter of divination, 'out of the - 
brazen _ gates of 'St, Peter's Church, - 


- which they conſul as Oracles, by the 


over-curious Re-ſcarches they make, 
amongſt che diverſity of Figures,

the Papacy. And fo their preſa- 
ges are in his favour, whoſe chance 
ic is to have his Armes graven in 
ſome part thereof, and this upon 
no cther account then that thoſe of 
the laſt deceasd Popes have been 
found there, which the People im- 
. mediately after their Ele&ion, have 
made the more remarkable by their 
poliſhing and clenſing. True it 3s, 
that there are many of the Col- 
ledge of Cardinals, whoſe Armes 
may partly be found amongſt the 
numerous multitude of Figures in 
the. {aid Gates, but without any dc - 
ſign of the Artiſt by whom they 
were caſt. : 

But quitting theſe vain {pperſtitions, 
we aitirm further, that tow ſtrong 
and conſiderable: ſoever their reaſons 
may be for the)judgment they make 
of an Election, it happens that they 
are for the moſt part miſtaken. This 
diſappointment proceeds from the chan- 
ges hapiling in the Conclaves, where 
par- 
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parties and Factions are made, for 


' the excluſion or (incluſton of ſubjects, 


according to the variety of humours, 
affections and engagements. And as 
it is the deſign - of every Faction 
to oppole the Elevation of a ſub- 
ject contrary thereto, ſo is it the bu-

is no hard matter + to. have their 
deſire, by reaſon ,there is not any 
Cardinal that aſpires ro the Papacy, 
and hath the ®9valifications before 
requird,. but will readily_joyn with 
all choſe who would exclude a ſub- 
jet, who . might conceſt with him 
for the Dignity.

There are alſq Brigues and FaQtions

conſent to the election of any one t0 
be Pope; unleſs he be a Roman: Thus 
it happen'd at the Conclave upon the 
deach of Pope Urban VII. at which the 
lately deceasd Innocent X:; a Roman 
born was choſen. Nay, there are ſome 
Factions which carry on their de- 
ſigncs with chat ſubtilty and indepen- 
dency on the other Factions; that they 
make no publick profeſſion of Their de- 
claring themſelves for any in particu- 
lar; and to follow their own inſpira- 
tions for the "advancement of ſuch as 
are propos'd to the Papacy; and ſo vore 
for choſe whom they in their conſcien- 
ces think worthy of taat Dignitys 
Theſe are eaſily induc'd to joyn with

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The firſt thing that is broken abour 
the Conclave is that part of the walls 
which ſhuts up the Lodg of the Bene- 
diction over the Portal of the Church;

Some days aſtzr the Pope is crown'd 
in St. Peter's Church. To that end, 
the- Cardinals, the Embaſladors of 
Princes, and the principal Lords about 
tne Court wait on him at his Apart- 
ment, whence-they accompany him to 
the Church, and even into the Sacri-. 
ſty, whcther he is carri-din a Chair,

carried up to the Altar, croſs the 
Church, then ordinarily full of peo- 
ple aſſembled to ſee that Ceremony.

He is 5 arg by the Cardinals and 
Embaſladors, © while all the people 
kneeling echo out their acclamations 
of Loyg live Pope N., Juſt at his com- 
ing out of the Sacriſty, and his going 
up the ſaid Theatre, 1s performed the 
Ceremony of ſetting fire to Flax faſt- 
ned at the end of a ſtick, and held up

At which Mats there are {ome extraor- 
| dinary prayers ſaid, as we find them in 
the Ceremonial. The Mats ended, he 
is carried to the Lodge of Benedicti- 
on, where in the Preſence of all the 
people then aſſembled, in the ſpacious 
place of S, Peters, the Chief Deacon- 
Cardinal takes off his Mitre, and ſets 
on his head the three Crowns, or Tri- 
ple-Crown, telling him, that he is to 
conſider himſelf from thenceforward 
as the Common Father of Kings and 
Princes, for the maintenance of Peace 
amongſt them. That done, he gives 
the Benediction, and is afterwards car- 
ried back to his Apartment. 

There is yer another thing he is to 
do after his Coronation, which is to go 
and take poſſeſſion of his Biſhoprick, 
which is St. Johns of Lateran, Todo 
that, he appoints what day he thinks 
fir.

Being come to St.;Fohy of Lateran's, 
the Pope puts off his ordinary Habit, 
and puts on the Mitre and Houd, and 
takes up his Seat in a Throne- which 
is prepar'd for him in the entrance of
